Far from 
it. good number these, the build- 
ings, the equipment for vocational training, 
the courses offered, are excellent, practical, 
and seemingly all that could desired. 
But how many these schools can the 
average child child “the 
four million”? How many offer free books, 
free tuition, free use equipment? Even 
though this desirable condition does exist

olic central high school.

ago, when the scarcity the C.C.H.S. and 
the general paucity the small high 
schools, made one wonder the adolescent 
Catholic youth would ever come into his 
own. But the past decade large number 
spacious, attractive central highs have 
sprung the last word modernity. 

would take more than this brief paper 
buildings: the splendid equipment the 
laboratories, the libraries, the gyms; the 
effect tiled floorings, recessed lockers 
long vistas halls; the inviting 
attractiveness classrooms; the com- 
pletely furnished apartments delight 
homemaking students. The beauty the 
building alone makes the Catholic boy and 
girl proud and happy part it.

“This school has filled great need 
unifying the Catholic life this city 
has brought together the young people 
from different parishes during their school 
years, and now have generation 
young Catholics who know each other. 
This was not true the past.” 

may added that mixed marriages 
are less likely occur among young people 
who have been guided through the crucial 
period life the same religious in- 
fluences and teachings. Moreover, happy 
Catholic marriages are more likely result. 
where the partners for life, educated the 
same religious environment, will belong 
the body —all too 
intelligent members the Church not 
Catholics “in name only.” 


Central Schools Success 

Finally, the Catholic central high school 
—now far beyond the experimental stage 
—has met with remarkable 
wherever introduced. the diocese 
Brooklyn, when the C.C.H.S. movement 
was still comparatively young, the Right 
Reverend Bishop made canvass the 
clergy ascertain their opinion the 
free one pastor voted favor 
any charge for the education the 
boys and girls the diocesan high schools. 
institutes should entirely free free 
tuition, free books, free laboratory 
fees.

more intimate contacts with his Catholic 
heritage not with view keeping him 
from that which other sources have 
offer him, but rather with view direct- 
ing him the worth-while matter which 
these agencies have abundance.

Obviously, the answer 
library the school building with its 
holdings built accordance with the Cath- 
olic program serve powerhouse 
center the class activities upon which the 
child may draw for his explorations. .There 
should not wanting, along with the 
afore-mentioned hagiography, legends with 
Christian heritage, stories that are essen- 
tially Catholic, books about art its 
liturgical aspects, poetry written for the 
child, not only the spirit Christian 
joy and wonder, but likewise the spirit 
prayer, books about patriotism which 
enkindle the desire virtue the lives 
those who read them, and, conversely, 
books that portray the practice virtue, 
through which the child prepared take 
his place Christian the democratic 
way life.

Budget for Books 


The foremost concern, then, Cath- 
olic elementary school library’s purchasing 
program secure books and related 
materials, visual aids, and the like, that 
are vital the curriculum taught there, 
quality that will add the sense 
enjoyment for the child, well offer 
instructional aid. However, not the 
amount that spent achieve this goal 
library every parochial school, but 
rather the wise utilization the materials 
hand that will make possible, most 
instances, its accomplishment. not 
presumptious assume that ordinarily the 
parochial school can set aside least one 
third the amount for each child which 
the children’s department certain city 
library system allocates the purchase 
its books. This, roughly estimated, 
would about twenty cents for each 
individual. Although this small amount 
would not suffice for the initial organ- 
ization the book collection, being 
made the basis annual supplement 
library already established, and found 
satisfactory under conservative 
purchasing plan. close co-ordination with 
the public library whenever and 
wherever possible, will eliminate much 
the bugaboo expensive proposi- 
tion.” most instances there will 
need for purchasing books all fields, but 
merely those which the public libra- 
ries cannot make many purchases. Fewer 
books, chosen wisely and well, are 
greater value the school program than 
great many, cheaply edited doubt- 
ful literary merit, though their tone 
somewhat Catholic. Sometimes, effort 
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stretch the library dollar its greatest 
length, beauty expression and format 
sacrificed pure utility and economy; yet 
the reading matter which presents the 
mind the child moral spiritual 
values, would the case Cath- 
olic school library, ought good 
look at, and desirable from its appear- 
ances from its content. 


Where Put the Library 


The first step the organization 
book collection for library circulation 
provide housing facilities which are 
readily accessible, and means account- 
ing for each book, namely, shelving and 
card catalog. Then, gather all possible 
library material; books too badly worn for 
mending rebinding should discarded. 
Select for rebinding only such books are 
immediate value the teaching program 
for general reading. Unless the weeding 
process carried almost ruthlessly, the 
collection likely antiquated before 
ready for use. The next advisable step 
would collect into groups all related 
books: lives saints into one; legends 
into another. This procedure makes possible 
rather rapid survey the books hand 
and their condition, and provides general 
purchases ought made. first aid 
the selection new titles, and also for 
the discarding process, the book lists issued 
The Pro Parvulis Book Club, namely, 
New Worlds Live and Traffic Lights; 
the juvenile section Reading List for 
Catholics; and the numerous book lists 
found the more recent issues THE 
dispensable. 


Cataloguing the Books 


the mechanical preparation books, 
accessioning, cataloguing, shelving, 
the procedure used for standard library

The Librarian 


The routine administering the library 
service school library often presents 
acute problems wherever part-time libra- 
rians and student assistants make the 
staff. these circumstances the part-time 
librarian, teacher-librarian, dividing her 
time between classwork and librarianship, 
should left free during her library 
schedule her administrative duties 
the library management the library 
holdings and giving information, both 
formal and informal manner, the teacher 
and the pupil alike, 
resources and their uses. the absence 
full-time librarian, for lack 
adequate space, satisfactory arrangements 
for administering the library can made 
placing the reference books sets 
encyclopedias, special dictionaries, and 
books published sets commonly 
designated books into the class- 
rooms and reserving the library for the 
circulating books. Saint Edward’s School, 
Racine, Wis., has followed this arrange- 
ment from its beginning. All books 
catalogued library books, including the 
classroom references, are entered into the 
card catalog which kept the library. 
The cards for books shelved the class- 
rooms, “R” books, contain, besides the 
usual information for main entry cards, 
pencil note stating room location and 
date room acquisition. The circulation 
collection housed the library proper 
which the pupils for material they 
need individually, some which may 
borrowed for classroom use short 
loans. This collection contains books for 
grades one eight, all levels and all 
fields supplementing 
emphasis, however, upon books dealing 


with Catholic material. For the other 
collateral reading matter the library draws 
freely upon the resources the branch 
library its area. This school library 
allocates from twenty thirty cents per 
pupil annually supplement the initial 
collection. This not preposterous sum, 
but something which, under well-man- 
aged purchasing plan, can made 
service the field Catholic books. 

Standards fer the elementary school 
library have not yet been worked out 
nationally, though promising developments 
are the making; yet there are three 
immediate essentials which make the 
core any school library: the librarian, 
the book collection, and 
quarters, and while minor adaptations can 
always made suit the needs any 
organization, these three are vital elements 
educational system.

Physical education and military drill are 
being required, order that our boys and 
girls may physically fit and able 
accept leadership called aid the 
struggle. Just good health one 
the greatest blessings individual can 
possess, great national asset, 
particularly time war. Disease and 
pestilence are often even greater menace 
the lives citizens than enemy planes. 
Therefore courses health, hygiene, nutri- 
tion, first aid, and home nursing are impor- 
tant the curriculum, order that chil- 
dren may know how keep themselves 
good physical condition, prevent disease 
from spreading, and assist improving 
sanitation the community.

this kind. Viewed totality (and bearing 
audience), Shakespeare cannot consid- 
ered, the narrowest interpretation the 
word, immoral writer. Cardinal New- 
man’s remarks upon this point would meet 
with general agreement: 


Views Two Critics 


Whatever passages may gleaned from 
authority; still these are but passages; the 
other hand, there Shakespeare neither 
contempt religion nor skepticism, and 
upholds the broad laws moral and divine 
truth with the consistency and severity 
Aeschylus, Sophocles, Pindar. There 
mistaking his works which side 
stands the right; Satan not made hero, 
nor Cain victim, but pride pride, and vice 
vice, and whatever indulgences may 
allow himself light thoughts unseemly 
words, yet his admiration reserved for 
sanctity and truth. From the second chief 
fault literature, indeed last words 
imply, not free; but, often may 
offend against modesty, clear worse 
charge, sensuality, and hardly any passage 
can instanced all that has written 
seduce the imagination excite the pas- 
sions.* 


Cardinal Newman may little lenient 
the second point, for Shakespeare does 
present many unsavory passages. im- 
portant contemporary critic, Dover Wil- 
son, stringent his condemnation 
the dramatist this score: 


That “couch for luxury and 
cest,” which, unseen, ever present the 
mind Hamlet and the audience, is, 
think, symbolic. Far more than the murder, 
this which transforms the prince’s im- 
agination into something “as foul Vulcan’s 
stithy.” The imagination Othello 
foul, and more explicit. Even Lear, have 
just said, broods “over the nasty sty” and 
begs “an ounce civet sweeten his 
imagination,” while Posthumus 
Leontes given utterance scarcely less out- 
spoken than Othello’s. Above all Timon 
Athens, which breathes hatred mankind 
that rivals Swift’s nearly whole act 
devoted the unsavory topic. Collect these 
passages together, face them they should 
faced, and the conclusion inescapable 
that the defiled imagination which Shakes- 
peare speaks often, and depicts metaphor 
nakedly material, must his

Shakespeare and Poetic Justice 

The main point Cardinal Newman’s 
thesis upholds the broad laws moral 
and divine acceptable gen- 
eralization, but worth while examine 
more closely. regard the totality 
Shakespeare’s view must prepared 
accept the fact that has such 
conception good and evil implied 
the phrase, justice.” Dr. Samuel 
Johnson criticizing King Lear not 
indisposed accept version the play 
which King Lear and Cordelia eventu- 
ally achieve happiness, conception nearer 
the ideal poetic truth: 


play which the wicked prosper, and 
the virtuous miscarry, may doubtless good, 
because just representation the 
common events human life: but since all 
reasonable beings naturally love justice, 
cannot easily persuaded that the observa- 
tion justice makes play worse: or, that 
other excellencies are equal, the audignce 
will not always rise better pleased from the 
final triumph persecuted virtue. 


Shakespeare keeps the “just representa- 
tion the common events human life” 
rather than poetic justice. Shakespeare 
realist the sense that sees the 
world know it, place where villainy 
often thrives and the honest and deserving 
unrewarded. Sonnet LXVI there 
passionate listing the world’s abuses: 
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As, behold desert beggar born, 

And needy nothing trimm’d jollity, 

And purest faith unhappily forsworn, 

And gilded honor shamefully misplac’d, 

And maiden virtue rudely strumpeted, 

And right perfection wrongfully disgrac’d, 

And strength limping sway disabled, 

And art made tongue-tied authority, 

And folly (doctor-like) controlling skill, 

And simple truth miscall’d simplicity, 

And captive good attending captain ill. 
“Captive good attending captain ill” 
obvious and bitter fact temporal life. 
Shakespeare often presents bitterly. 


The divorce goodness and power was, 
Shelley, the “woe the world”; sub- 
stitute for “goodness” the wider word “merit,” 
may say that this divorce, with the evil 
bred power, Shakespeare also the 
root bitterness. The fact, presented its 
extreme form the appalling cruelty the 
prosperous, and the heart-rending 
the defenseless, forms the problem his 
most tremendous 


Yet Shakespeare convinced ob- 
jective order which justice ultimately 
prevails. Bradley his indispensable 
Shakesperean Tragedy makes certain points 
about the moral order Shakesperean 
tragedy which seem entirely justified. 
bases his conclusions two statements 
regarding the tragic fact Shakespeare 
represents it: 


one, that and remains something 
piteous, fearful, and mysterious; the other, 
that the representation does not leave 
crushed, rebellious, desperate. 


makes the following deductions: 

From the first follows that the ultimate 
power the tragic world not adequately 
described law order which can see 
just and benevolent —as that sense 
“moral for that case the spectacle 
suffering and waste could not seem 
fearful and mysterious does. And from 
the second follows that this ultimate power 
not adequately described fate, whether 
malicious and cruel, blind and indifferent 
human happiness and goodness: for 
that case the spectacle would leave des- 
perate rebellious. 


Dr. Bradley comes the conclusion that 
“the ultimate power the tragic world 
mysterious order, and one which not 
judge any mechanical While one 
does not necessarily agree with Dr. Brad- 
ley’s philosophical implications,

While the “broad laws moral and divine 
truth” are upheld, are awed into humil- 
ity considerations value not once 
understood man, suspected him but 
not within his immediate experience. 


Shakespeare Moralist 


There has been fairly uniform accept- 
ance Shakespeare moralist the 
critics. Thus the case stated Samuel 
Taylor Coleridge: 


occasionally disgusts keen sense 
delicacy, never injures the mind; 
neither excites, nor flatters passion order 
degrade the subject it; does not use 
the faulty thing for faulty purpose, nor 
carries warfare against virtue, causing 
wickedness, through the medium morbid 
sympathy with the unfortunate. Shake- 
speare, vice never walks twilight. 


Shakespeare differs from his Renaissance 
contemporaries this respect and from the 
later admirers moral rebellion 
found the Romantic period 
modern times. one critic says: 


Except the early Titus Andronicus, 
never condones wanton violence, wrong, 
injustice, and immune that poetic 
intoxication with the magnificence power 
which dominates most Marlowe’s work. 
His rulers and conquerors are but flesh, and 
all flesh, matter how glorious, ultimately 
inglorious grass. Those who live the sword 
—his usurpers, tyrants, and murderers die 
the sword. Shakespeare great poet 


concluding criticism from brilliant 
paper important considering Shake- 
speare’s creations that are divorced from 
morality and yet some extent win our 
admiration. Mr. Elliott discussing Iago 
the light the cult the rebel. 
finds such conception repugnant 
Shakespeare: 


The modern idealization Iago, 
Milton’s Satan, springs from the modern, and 
often sentimental, cult unorthodoxy with 
its admiration rebels. Iago, according 
that cult, superb, brainy rebel against our 
smug rules and gods: dares himself 
alone! However, this attitude 
foreign Shakespeare. Certainly always 
interested, sometimes comically, sometimes 
seriously, flashes independence. But this 
quality not, for him, what for many 
neutral, natural power; like the wind, for ex- 
ample, which admire for itself, pass- 
ing fashion while are proceeding the 
more important recognition what does, 
for good and for ill, ships and houses and 
steeples. this fashion Falstaff, notably, 
admired and judged Shakespeare. For him 
independence not really independence; dar- 
ing one’s self not value isolable,

Only person who appreciated 
the virtue and perseverance others would 
have noticed that Anna the temple was 
“four score and four years old” and that 
spite her age she served the Lord fast- 
ing and prayer day and night.

And was not extraordinary new 
building for which St. John was doing the 
spade work, were! And what mag- 
nificent Divine Cornerstone has!

Neither did St. Luke miss the ingenuity 
the little man who was not tall enough, be- 
cause the crowds, see Jesus, and 
climbed into sycamore tree. But St. 
Luke quick let know that there was 
more the man, small stature, than mere 
our Lord with joy; hence, 
must have run ahead. The painter Luke 
almost makes see the little man with his 
short legs taking long for short men 
always take long strides off his home 
that all things might ready. silence the 
accusation the envious, the careful writer 
with ever eye detail recounts the good 
done Zacheus make for any little 
meanness, for gave half his goods 
the poor, and when had wronged neigh- 
bor, made good four times over. 

All the while that saying that St. 
Luke said this and said that, and did not miss 
this special phase situation, not 
forgetting that the Scriptures are written 
the Holy Spirit Himself, using these various 
men His instruments. But even when the 
Spirit God uses men His instruments, 
uses them they are, with their own 
individual personality and unique peculiarities.

But never 
there more than accidental hint that 
made any contribution those 
once while, writes his admired 
master Paul, says were acci- 
dental slip, from which gather that the 
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writer himself was the companion his hero. 

Many person who had the education 
which St. Luke had, and who was Greek 
besides, might have volunteered talk 
sense into the Areopagus; but not St. Luke. 
vice-president, take orders from above all 
through his splendid apostolic career. When 
Barnabas specially singled out work with 
Paul, St. Luke mentions his name and tells 
his separate exploits. with Silas and 
with the others; but when himself 
party the important undertaking, con- 
tents himself with we. There are many fine 
things for which St. Luke was responsible 
which the world will never know anything. 
For instance, there strong suspicion that 
helped St. Peter write his first Epistle, which 
was Greek. But that was not what St. Luke 
worked for. Like St. Paul whom venerated 
truly, St. Luke lived and labored the 
principle “For live Christ.”

(21:5): “Tell the daughter Sion: 
thy king comes thee, meek and seated 
upon ass, and upon colt, the foal 
beast burden”? The Rabbis said that 
the Israelites were faithful the 
Messiah would come the clouds heaven: 
not, would come mounted ass. 

Various other legends are connected with 
the colt. Sapor Persia said have 
offered the Jews horse for their 
but they answered indignantly that the ass 
was much better animal. Another legend 
traces the genealogy the colt that Christ 
rode on; said direct line from 
those used Moses and Abraham. 
known that the Jews, and the pagans 
employed for sacred purposes preferably those 
animals that had not yet been used for any 
profane service; hence was fitting that our 
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Lord use colt that had never yet been 
ridden.

The Exclamations the Crowd: 

The crowd that escorted Jesus was great, 
for Jerusalem had the time the Pasch 
increased its population from about 200,000 
perhaps 1,000,000. “And the crowds that 
went before him, and those that followed, 
kept crying out, saying, ‘Hosanna the Son 
David! Blessed who comes the 
name the Lord! Hosanna the 
(Matt. 21:9.) Jesus was the midst 
veritable triumph; was being proclaimed 
Messiah: “Blessed the kingdom our 
father David that comes!” (Mark 11:10.) 

The word Hosanna means “Save us” (Fil- 
lion), according other authors: “Hail.” 
“Peace,” “Glory.” The words that the people 
used were taken from the rites the Feast 
Tabernacles which occasion they were 
repeated thousands times while the people 
waved palms, and made procession around 
the altar holocausts. 
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Mount Olivet: 

The Roads: 

This song triumph was begun when the 
procession reached the top Mt. Olivet, and 
the people saw before them Jerusalem all 
its splendor. The regular road passed toward 
the southern part Mt. Olivet. Two other 
small roads went over the mountain, one 
about the center, the other little more 
the north. Probably the procession took the 
regular road. the turn where the road 
passed the western side, Jerusalem ap- 
peared suddenly all its majesty. was 
probably this place also that the procession 
coming from the city joined up. 

The Mount 

Mt. Olivet was formerly covered olive 
trees, hence its name. rises only about 300 
feet above the level the esplanade the 
temple, and 100 feet above Mt. Sion, but 
2724 feet above sea level. has three 
parts: the north “Viri Galilei,’ then the 
“Mount the Ascension” the center, and 
finally the Scandal” toward the 
south. The central part the highest. The 
western part the mountain descends rapidly 
the Cedron; the eastern side makes only 
slightly perceptible rise from the plateau 
which Bethany situated. 

The View From the Top: 

From the top Mt. Olivet the view was 
magnificent. One could see the north the 
mountains Samaria; the south, the 
mountains Judea till near Hebron; the 
east, deep and wild valleys with bare rock, 
and far off the Dead Sea with the long chain 
Mountains Moab back it. But the 
greatest spectacle was the west, for there 
lay Jerusalem with its streets, gardens, walls, 
palaces, and temple. 

“On that day its ramparts and citadels 
gleamed the sun. The temple loomed 
the foreground, vision marble, gold, and 
porphyry that floated the blue air far 
above the Cedron valley. Palaces, towers, and 
villas flanked the sacred building. Gardens 
stretching down the retaining walls burned 
that spring afternoon with all the hues 
floral apocalypse. wooded panorama 
hills stretched out either side, set the 
picture frame green.” (Isidore O’Brien, 
O.F.M., The Life Christ, pp. 389-390.) 

The temple, with its pillars marble, and 
its roof gold, described one author 
as: mountain snow capped roof 
fire.” 


Jesus Wept Over Jerusalem: 


the midst all this triumph, Jesus’ 
thoughts were elsewhere. Jerusalem with all 
its splendor brought before Him all the glory 
its past history; but also brought the 
picture its punishment. Jesus stopped and 
wept over the ungrateful city. 

“Tf thou hadst known, this thy day, éven 
thou, the things that are for thy peace! But 
now they are hidden from thy eyes. For days 
will come upon thee when thy enemies will 
throw rampart about thee, and surround 
thee and shut thee every side, and will 
dash thee the ground and thy children 
within thee, and will not leave thee one 
stone upon another because thou hast not 
known the time thy visitation” (Luke 
20:42-44). 

Jesus was going repeat this prophecy 
Holy Tuesday with special reference the 
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temple (Matt. 24:1-2). 

This prophecy Jesus was fulfilled exactly 
the siege Jerusalem under Titus A.D. 
70. said that some 500,000 Jews perished 
fighting; 1,000,000 died during the siege; and 
79,000 were made prisoners. The temple was 
laid waste. Later efforts Julian the Apos- 
tate rebuild only served fulfill Christ’s 
word the letter. 

the spot where Jesus wept, sanctuary 
termed “Dominus Lord 
was erected. was later replaced Fran- 
ciscan chapel, which still stands.

Names Applied This Sunday: 


This Sunday was called because 
every great feast was some way remem- 
brance the Resurrection Christ. 
France, besides its usual appellation, was 
known Fleuries.”

The Blessing Palms and the 


Procession: 


Though the blessing palms took place 
formerly probably with view the proces- 
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sion, soon distinctly supposed that they 
would kept sacramental. The palms 
blessed are put table the Epistle 
side, cathedral churches, between the 
throne and the altar. The ceremony includes 
preliminary antiphon, Epistle, Gradual, 
the Gospel from St. Matthew, Oration, 
Preface, Sanctus, Benedictus, then five prayers 
blessing proper. The palms are sprinkled 
with holy water, incensed, then distributed 
after another prayer. The choir sings 
Hebraeorum” during the distribution. 

Several antiphons are sung during the pro- 
cession. the return several chanters enter 
the church, close the door, and sing “Gloria 
Laus,” the chorus which repeated 
those outside. This beautiful hymn won re- 
lease from prison for its author, Theodulfe, 
Bishop Orleans. had been imprisoned 
Angers order Louis the Debonnaire. 
The hymn pleased the king that released 
the author. This took place about the year 
810. the end the hymn, the subdeacon 
knocks with the staff the cross the door 
which then opened. 


Customs Connected With the Palms: 


During the celebration Mass, the 
reading singing the Passion our Lord 
according St. Matthew, all hold the palms 
their hands. Palms are used all nations 
the emblem joy and victory over ene- 
mies, hence this usage. 

These blessed palms 
Taken home the people, they are placed 
the house, barns, fields, and burned during 
storms and other times danger distress. 

Where palms cannot procured, branches 
olive, box elder, spruce, other trees are 
used. The Ceremoniale Episcoporum suggests 
such cases that least little flowers 
crosses made palm attached the 
boughs. Rome olive branches were cus- 
tomarily used for the people, while the clergy 
carried palms dried and plaited into different 
shapes. Bavaria large swamp willows with 
their catkins, and ornamented with flowers 
and ribbons were carried. 

From the remaining blessed palms (as 
those the altar) the ashes for Ash Wed- 
nesday are procured. 


The Singing the Passion: 


some churches the singing the Passion 
during the Mass another impressive cere- 
mony. One deacon takes the part the Evan- 
gelist (Chronista), another that Jesus 
Christ, and third the part all other 
speakers (Synagoga). This ceremony very 
ancient, for indicated rubrical letters 
early manuscripts the Gospel.

The next day leave 
for this city which fifty miles from Sao 
Paulo. could make the trip either auto- 
mobile the fine modern highway 
railroad. choose the railroad because this 
one happens one the most remarkable 
railroads the world. other railroad has 
such steep grade. meet the station 
and are surprised the number Paulistas, 
people Sao Paulo, who board the train.

Part our trip made 
cable car. look out the windows 
see the jungle below, large green trees, tangled 
undergrowth, flowery bushes yellow, pink, 
and purple.

Boats 
come along laden with bunches green 
bananas. 

Here are Santos, the “Port All 
named because was discovered 
All Saints’ Day, 1532. How different 
from Sao Paulo. Santos not very large, the 
streets are narrow and quaint. are taken 
the harbor where bags and bags coffee 
are loaded boats. Although good natural 
harbor, has been improved make pos- 
sible the handling the vast trade coffee. 

“But this nothing,” the Paulistas tell us. 
“The war has made things very different. The 
port longer busy.”* When times are 
good, Santos sees three thousand more 
ships lining its quays period months. 
the city see representatives coffee 
dealers from all over the world. They are en- 
trusted with the responsibility securing the 
best coffee crop. interesting observe 
them seated circular tables which are 
placed about twenty cups coffee brewed 
from different grades bean. The expert 
coffee taster sips the contents the cup and 
detects the flash second measures 
the correct standard not.

More 
than one period was required for this phase 
the work, but the time proved well 
spent.

YOUR PUPILS’ EYES 


Provision for the proper amount light 
and its proper distribution problem 
most schoolrooms. Berg Miami, 
Fla., lighting engineer, discusses this prob- 
lem recent bulletin for school officials. 
refers investigations apparently proving 
that children general grow more and more 
near sighted they progress 
garten college, and refers one case 
industry which proper illumination re- 
duced errors per cent. 

The remedies for insufficient lighting im- 
proper distribution are: first, provisions for 
admitting, distributing, and conserving avail- 
able light that comes through the windows; 
and then, necessary, installing artificial 
lighting. 


Measure the Light 

The first step improving lighting condi- 
tions determine accurately whether the 
schoolroom has sufficient light, and, not, 
how great the deficiency. The Light Meter, 
modern electrical device for measuring light, 
available from local electric-light compa- 
nies, and included the equipment 
modern physics laboratory. The Home and 
School Association, the school principal, 
the children themselves may sponsor cam- 
paign determine the lighting conditions 
the school. 

Once existing conditions are understood, 
steps can taken improve them, and 
these steps all come within the scope the 
consumer national wartime pledge: will 
take good care the things have.”

The Remedies

Dusting the 
walls and ceiling surfaces merely 
the loose dirt, while the surfaces become 
steadily darker and more dingy time goes on. 

Light from windows 
sources may reflected from shiny surfaces 
into the student’s eyes. Pictures are frequent 
examples this reflected glare, but desk tops 
are often the worst offenders. Yet many 
schools conscientiously refinish desk tops 
every year with coat glossy varnish. 
Dull desk tops may less pretty and more 
easily marred, but they help save eyes. 


Blackboards occupy large portion the 
wall surfaces most classrooms, and these 


huge quantities light. This can 


corrected using curtains light-colored 
fabric which can pulled across the boards 
when the boards are not use. The black- 
boards themselves should washed fre- 
quently that work them seen from 
black, not gray, background. 

Window Shade has three functions: first, 
intercept the direct sunlight and diffuse 
throughout the room; second, eliminate 
glare from exterior brightness and surfaces; 
and third, control the relative illumination 
different points within the room. All torn 
and dilapidated window shades should 
replaced with new ones. The conventional 
cloth-type, lightly colored shade suggested; 
should sufficient density that the 
surface brightness the shade will not cause 
glare when direct sunlight falls upon it. Any 
greater density wasteful because absorp- 
tion light. 

Another window-shade suggestion: Since the 
natural illumination the far side the 
room dependent the light that comes 
from the top the window, shades should 
not hung the top the window. One 
the several methods used avoid exces- 
sive variation light over the working sur- 
faces the placement two shades sepa- 
rate rollers the middle the window, one 
operating upward and the other downward; 
there may one roller the middle and 
one the bottom, both operating upward. 
Shades every instance should ample 
size prevent leakage direct light the 
sides. 


Artificial Lighting 


Efficiently may use natural lighting 
artificial lighting will also needed the 
average schoolroom for least part al- 
most every day. many classrooms, the side 
away from the windows needs artificial light- 
ing most the time. Such lighting should 
used efficiently. 

Soap and water are essential maintaining 
efficiency lighting. Dirty lamps and fixtures 
can cut lighting levels much per cent. 
Dust and rapidly gathering films dirt take 
their toll the light which vital all 
seeing tasks. Therefore, washing 
reflectors, and lamp bulbs important, and 
should done periodically well-main- 
tained and effective cleaning schedule. An- 
other important feature: Bulbs proper 
wattage and size should always 
throughout the school. 

Glass globes and reflectors satisfactory 
types are still available. The quality illumi- 
nation can often considerably improved 
the use larger bulb with new and 
larger globe which diffuses light better than 
the too small, overbright globes which are 
still found many the classrooms. 

Above all, the children and students them- 
selves must taught the facts eye care. 
They must not only know these things: they 
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must acquire the habits eye health just 
they acquire the habit brushing their teeth. 
The task one for the whole community. 

Attempt has been made the above para- 
graphs summarize only few the ways 
and means which seeing conditions 
school classrooms can improved right now 
without the use essential and critical war 
materials, which would needed for new 
lighting installations.

MAINTENANCE MOTORS 


The following suggestions for maintenance 
motors come from the Safety Research Institute. 
Shops where motors are used should always 
protected with suitable types approved fire 
extinguishers. Vaporizing liquid carbon 
dioxide are suitable for this purpose since their 
contents are nonconducting and will not cause 
corrosion otherwise damage motors. 

Open-type motors should blown out 
weekly; those operating under severe conditions, 
daily. Use more than fifty pounds pressure 
avoid possible damage insulation. 

II. Follow manufacturer’s instructions lubri- 
cating motors. Too much oil bad too 
little, causing deterioration insulation. 

III. Inspect bearings weekly oftener. Feel 
temperatures, examine for excessive end play, and 
make certain oil rings are working. 

IV. Inspect brushes and commutators weekly 
oftener. Make certain brushes are seated per- 
fectly and commutators are smooth. Use proper 
grade carbon brushes prevent wear com- 
mutator and reduce sparking. 

Where motors operate with excessive belt 
tension, check the air gap between rotor and 
stator every week. monthly check motors 
average use sufficient. Difference the width 
the gap around the circumference the rotor 
will indicate extent wear bearings. 

VI. Where motor leads are exposed view, 
check them weekly see that connections are 
tight, well insulated and protected, and free 
from oil. 

VII. Inspect ground connections weekly, keep- 
ing them tight and good condition. This for 
the protection employees, and for the proper 
operation overcurrent protective devices. 

VIII. Set regular schedule for overhaul- 
ing motors. Most motors should overhauled 
annually, while those severe use should 
overhauled twice year oftener. 

IX. Dismantle the motor for complete over- 
haul job. Wash all parts with carbon tetrachloride 
some other safety solvent. Paint the windings 
with good, oil-resisting insulating varnish. 

Keep the area around the motor clean 
the motor. Arcing frequently ignites oily material 
that has not been cleaned up. 

When fire breaks out around motor, 
shut off the power before attacking the flames, 
not depend upon the circuit 
breaker operating fuse blowing out, but shut 
off the power. This will minimize damage the 
motor and prevent continued arcing from re- 
igniting the fire. When the motor conductors 
are dead, direct the fire extinguishing agent into 
the motor upon whatever burning, just 
any other fire. soon the fire out, 
ventilate the area thoroughly clear out smoke 
and fire gases.
